PRESS CENSORSHIP: THE NEWS THAT CAP AND THE PRESS 

ASSOCIATION HAD ARRIVED AT AN AGREEMENT BY WHICH THE 

GOVERNMENT-STATIONED CENSORS WOULD BE REMOVED FROM 
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NEWSPAPER PUBLISHING HOUSES IN RETURN FOR PROMISES BY 
EDITORS AND NEWSPAPER OWNERS THAT THEY WOULD NOT PUBLISH 
ARTICLES CRITICAL OF THE ADMINISTRATION WAS CONSIDERED A 
POSITIVE STEP FORWARD. POINTED 
OUT THAT IT WAS TO CAP'S DISADVANTAGE THAT HE DID NOT HAVE 
A SMART PUBLIC INFORMATION CAMPAIGN WHICH SHOWED THE GOOD
